This  has  been  a  challenging  year  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Press.  As  widely  reported,  our  university 
sustained  a  dramatic  cut  in  its  state  appropriation.  Many  departments — including  the  Press — are  now  obliged  to 
become  more  self-sufficient.  One  immediate  step  we  have  taken  is  to  form  an  alliance  with  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  Press.  In  October  2003,  we  shifted  our  warehousing  and  order  fulfillment  functions  to  Hopkins 
Fulfillment  Service,  which  is  known  for  its  excellent  customer  service  and  state-of-the-art  shipping  operations. 
Our  customers  can  expect  expedited  delivery  of  books,  along  with  the  convenience  of  electronic  and  toll-free 
telephone  ordering. 

We  are  also  moving  our  offices.  Having  been  ensconced  for  the  past  thirty  years  in  a  modest  residence  on 
the  periphery  of  the  campus,  we  will  soon  be  occupying  a  venerable  old  building  near  the  center.  The  East 
Experiment  Station  (pictured  above)  was  built  in  1890  to  house  the  Department  of  Vegetable  Pathology  and 
contained  a  photographic  studio  with  an  ingenious  overhead  railroad  system  that  transported  large  plant 
specimens  to  the  camera.  The  railroad  tracks  and  the  Victorian  greenhouse  are  gone,  but  the  building  remains. 
We  are  excited  about  our  new  home  and  look  forward  to  welcoming  authors  and  visitors  there. 

These  and  other  recent  changes  bode  well  for  the  continuing  development  of  our  publishing  program,  despite 
the  difficulties  facing  all  scholarly  publishers.  Our  goal  remains  the  same — to  produce  significant,  well-edited 
books  that  please  the  eye  and  stimulate  the  mind.  We  trust  they  will  stand  the  test  of  time.  To  quote  Horace, 
Vox  audita  petit,  littera  scripta  manet — The  spoken  word  perishes,  the  written  word  remains.

Political  Waters 

The  Long,  Dirty,  Contentious, 
Incredibly  Expensive  but 
Eventually  Triumphant  History 
of  Boston  Harbor — A  Unique 
Environmental  Success  Story 
Eric  Jay  Dolin 


A  lively  account  of  the  centuries- 
long  struggle  to  clean  up  one  of 
the  nation's  most  polluted  bodies 
of  water 


Boston  Harbor  has  always  been  America's 
harbor.  It  served  as  a  colonial  gateway 
to  the  world,  witnessed  the  Boston  Tea 
Party,  and  helped  Boston  transform  itself 
from  an  outpost  of  a  few  hardy  settlers 
into  a  bustling  metropolis  and  self- 
proclaimed  hub  of  the  universe. 

Yet  for  hundreds  of  years,  Eric  Jay 
Dolin  points  out,  Boston  Harbor  was 
also  a  cesspool.  Long  before  Bostonians 
dumped  tea  into  the  harbor  to  protest 
English  taxes,  they  dumped  sewage 
there.  As  the  Boston  area  grew  and 
prospered,  its  sewage  problems  wors- 
ened, as  did  the  harbor's  health,  to  the 
point  where  in  the  1980s  it  was  consid- 
ered the  most  polluted  harbor  in  the 
country  and  ridiculed  as  the  "harbor 
of  shame."  Then,  in  one  of  the  most 
impressive  environmental  comebacks 
in  American  history,  Boston  Harbor  was 
dramatically  cleaned  up.  All  it  took 
was  two  lawsuits,  two  courts,  dozens 
of  lawyers,  the  creation  of  a  powerful 
sewage  authority,  thousands  of  workers, 
millions  of  labor  hours,  and  billions  of 
dollars. 

Sewage  management  is  rarely  as 
compelling  and  exciting  as  higher  profile 
environmental  issues  such  as  global 
climate  change,  preserving  endangered 
species,  or  protecting  tropical  rainforests. 
But  it  can  be,  as  Dolin  shows  in  this 
engaging  narrative  account.  Boston's 


struggle  to  deal  with  its  sewage  is  an  epic 
story  of  failure  and  success,  replete  with 
colorful  characters,  political,  bureaucra- 
tic, and  legal  twists  and  turns,  engineer- 
ing feats,  and  massive  amounts  of 
money.  In  the  end,  success  hinged  on  the 
often  overlooked  yet  monumentally 
important  act  of  responsibly  disposing  of 
the  waste  people  produce  every  day.

Since  its  dedication  in  1877,  Trinity 
Church  on  Copley  Square  in  Boston  has 
been  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
important  and  successful  monuments 
of  American  architecture.  It  has  long 
been  hailed  as  the  cornerstone  of  the 
career  of  America's  first  celebrity  arch- 
itect, H.  H.  Richardson.  But  architecture 
is  not  solely  the  expression  of  individual 
genius.  Buildings  result  from  collabora- 
tion and  compromise.  They  are  the 
concrete  manifestations  of  competing 
needs,  desires,  and  expectations  ex- 
pressed through  clients,  building  com- 
mittees, designers,  bankers,  engineers, 
builders,  decorators,  and  others.

These  architec- 
tural collaborators  are  rarely  given  the 


recognition  they  receive  here,  although 
the  absence  of  any  one  of  them  would 
have  produced  a  very  different  result. 
Such  omissions  would  have  significantly 
diminished  this  towering  landmark  of 
America's  cultural  heritage.

How  ordinary  people  use  the  past 
to  shape  their  sense  of  self  and 
community 

People  know  who  they  are  by  fixing 
themselves  in  place  and  time.  They  keep 
the  past  in  numerous  ways — not  simply 
by  writing  histories  but  also  by  telling 
stories,  creating  pictures,  collecting 
memorabilia,  preserving  old  homes, 
and  tracing  genealogies.  As  Michael  C. 
Batinski  shows  in  this  imaginative  study, 
the  pastkeepers  of  Deerfield,  Massachu- 
setts, have  long  illustrated  this  human 
yearning  to  connect  with  past  and  place. 
For  five  centuries  people  in  this  small 
New  England  town  have  passed  stories 
from  one  generation  to  the  next,  pre- 
served homes,  and  established  one  of 
the  nation's  first  historical  societies  and 
local  history  museums. 

Like  many  small  places  in  the  American 
landscape,  Batinski  points  out,  Deerfield 
does  not  fit  into  the  history  we  learn  in 
textbooks.  With  the  exception  of  the 
famous  French  and  Indian  raid  on  the 
town  in  1704,  nothing  of  national  signifi- 
cance has  happened  there.  Yet  that  has 
not  diminished  the  interest  of  local 
inhabitants  in  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing a  vital  connection  to  the  past. 

Different  groups,  from  Native 
Pocumtuck  to  Puritan  settlers  to  the 
grandchildren  of  Polish  immigrants, 
have  told  the  Deerfield  story  in  varied 
and  sometimes  conflicting  ways,  each 
drawing  on  the  past  to  shape  its  own 
sense  of  collective  identity.  Together 
their  efforts  at  pastkeeping  reveal  how 
people  organize  and  explain  the  motion 
of  time,  why  they  feel  it  important  to 


pass  on  family  stories,  and  why  they 
keep  family  heirlooms.  In  doing  so, 
Batinski  argues,  they  illustrate  why  the 
preservation  of  the  past  remains  a  civic 
concern  to  us  all.

A  professional  historian  with  a  long- 
standing interest  in  the  history  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Jack  Tager  has  organized  the 
book  to  allow  readers  to  find  answers  to 
questions  in  an  efficient  and  reliable  man- 
ner. He  begins  with  a  compilation  of 
basic  facts  about  Massachusetts,  including 
population  data  drawn  from  the  latest 
census,  state  motto  and  seal,  even  the 
state  bird.

ums, historic  sites,  and  state  parks  as 
well  as  its  many  colleges  and  universities, 
with  addresses,  telephone  numbers,  and 
websites  for  readers  who  might  wish 
to  contact  these  institutions  directly. 
Finally,  an  extensive  listing  of  suggested 
readings  is  included  for  those  who  would 
like  to  explore  further  any  of  the  topics 
covered  in  the  book.

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Edward  Lansdale's 
Cold  War 

Jonathan  Nashel 

A  cultural  biography  of  a  legendary 
Cold  War  figure 

The  man  widely  believed  to  have  been 
the  model  for  Alden  Pyle  in  Graham 
Greene's  The  Quiet  American,  Edward  G. 
Lansdale  (1908-1987)  was  a  Cold  War 
celebrity.  A  former  advertising  executive 
turned  undercover  CIA  agent,  he  was 
credited  during  the  1950s  with  almost 
single-handedly  preventing  a  communist 
takeover  of  the  Philippines  and  with 
helping  to  install  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  as 
president  of  the  American-backed 
government  of  South  Vietnam.  Adding 
to  his  notoriety,  during  the  Kennedy 
administration  Lansdale  was  put  in 
charge  of  Operation  Mongoose,  the 
covert  plot  to  overthrow  the  govern- 
ment of  Cuba's  Fidel  Castro  by  assassin- 
ation or  other  means. 

In  this  book,  Jonathan  Nashel  re- 
examines Lansdale's  role  as  an  agent  of 
American  Cold  War  foreign  policy  and 
takes  into  account  both  his  actual  activi- 
ties and  the  myths  that  grew  to  surround 
him.  In  contrast  to  previous  portraits, 
which  tend  to  depict  Lansdale  either  as 
the  incarnation  of  U.S.  imperialist  ambi- 
tions or  as  a  farsighted  patriot  dedicated 
to  the  spread  of  democracy  abroad, 
Nashel  offers  a  more  complex  and 
nuanced  interpretation.  At  times  we  see 
Lansdale  as  the  arrogant  "ugly  American," 
full  of  confidence  that  he  has  every  right 
to  make  the  world  in  his  own  image  and 
utterly  blind  to  his  own  cultural  conde- 
scension. This  is  the  Lansdale  who 
would  use  any  conceivable  gimmick  to 
serve  U.S.  aims,  from  rigging  elections 
to  sugaring  communist  gas  tanks.  Else- 
where, however,  he  seems  genuinely 
respectful  of  the  cultures  he  encounters, 
open  to  differences  and  new  possibilities, 


and  willing  to  tailor  American  interests 
to  Third  World  needs. 

Rather  than  attempting  to  reconcile 
these  apparently  contradictory  images 
of  Lansdale,  Nashel  explores  the  ways 
in  which  they  reflected  a  broader  tension 
within  the  culture  of  Cold  War  America. 
The  result  is  less  a  conventional  bio- 
graphy than  an  analysis  of  the  world  in 
which  Lansdale  operated  and  the  particu- 
lar historical  forces  that  shaped  him — 
from  the  imperatives  of  anticommunist 
ideology  and  the  assumptions  of  modern- 
ization theory  to  the  techniques  of  adver- 
tising and  the  insights  of  anthropology.

While  men  were 
sent  to  protect  America's  interests  at  any 
cost,  nurses  were  trained  to  save  the  lives 
of  anyone — soldier  or  citizen,  ally  or 
enemy — who  was  brought  through 
the  hospital  doors.  It  was  an  important 
distinction  in  a  place  where  killing  was 
sometimes  the  only  objective.  And 
since  they  were  so  vastly  outnumbered, 
women  inevitably  became  objects  of 
both  reverence  and  sexual  desire. 

For  American  nurses  in  Vietnam, 
and  the  men  among  whom  they  worked 
and  lived,  a  common  defense  against 
the  steady  onslaught  of  dead  and  dying, 
wounded  and  maimed,  was  a  feigned 
indifference — the  irony  of  the  powerless. 
With  the  assistance  of  alcohol,  drugs, 
and  casual  sex,  "Don't  mean  nothing" 
became  their  mantra,  a  means  of  coping 
with  the  other  war — the  war  against 
total  mental  breakdown.

Martha  Coffin  Wright's  conservative 
neighbors  considered  her,  because  of  her 
work  in  the  women's  rights  and  abolition 
movements.  In  1848,  Wright  and  her 
older  sister  Lucretia  Mott  were  among 
the  five  brave  women  who  organized  the 
historic  Seneca  Falls  Women's  Rights 
Convention.  Wright  remained  a  promi- 
nent figure  in  the  women's  movement 
until  her  death  in  1875  at  age  sixty-eight, 
when  she  was  president  of  the  National 
Woman  Suffrage  Association.  At  age 
twenty-six,  she  attended  the  1833 
founding  of  the  American  Anti-Slavery 
Society  and  later  presided  over  numer- 
ous antislavery  meetings,  including  two 
in  1861  that  were  disrupted  by  angry 
antiabolitionist  mobs.  Active  in  the 
Underground  Railroad,  she  sheltered 
fugitive  slaves  and  was  a  close  friend 
and  supporter  of  Harriet  Tubman. 

In  telling  Wright's  story,  the  authors 
make  good  use  of  her  lively  letters  to  her 
family,  friends,  and  colleagues,  including 
Susan  B.  Anthony  and  Elizabeth  Cady 
Stanton.  These  letters  reveal  Wright's 
engaging  wit  and  offer  an  insider's  view  of 
nineteenth-century  reform  and  family  life. 
Her  correspondence  with  slaveholding 
relatives  in  the  South  grew  increasingly 
contentious  with  the  approach  of  the  Civil 
War.  One  nephew  became  a  hero  of  the 
Confederacy  with  his  exploits  at  the  Battie 
of  Fredericksburg,  and  her  son  in  the  Union 
artillery  was  seriously  wounded  at  Gettys- 
burg while  repelling  Pickett's  Charge. 


Wright's  life  never  lacked  for  drama. 
She  survived  a  shipwreck,  spent  time  at 
a  frontier  fort,  experienced  the  trauma 
of  the  deaths  of  a  fiance,  her  first  husband, 
and  three  of  her  seven  children,  and  navi- 
gated intense  conflicts  within  the  women's 
rights  and  abolition  movements.  Through- 
out her  tumultuous  career,  she  drew  on  a 
reservoir  of  humor  to  promote  her  ideas 
and  overcome  the  many  challenges  she 
faced.  This  accessible  biography,  written 
with  the  general  reader  in  mind,  does 
justice  to  her  remarkable  life.

Organized  in  May  1863  to  meet  the  Union 
Army's  growing  manpower  needs,  the 
Invalid  Corps — later  renamed  the 
Veteran  Reserve  Corps — was  a  unique 
military  unit.  With  more  than  twenty- 
four  regiments  of  troops,  nearly  all  of 
them  men  disabled  by  illness  or  combat 
wounds,  it  was  at  one  point  twice  as 
large  as  the  entire  pre-war  United  States 
Army.  During  four  years  of  service  its 
troops  enforced  the  draft,  guarded 
prisoners  and  vital  outposts,  protected 
rail  lines  and  supply  depots,  and  served 
as  military  police  in  cities  all  across  the 
country.

Edited  with  an 
introduction  by  Fred  Pelka,  the  letters 
describe  the  day-to-day  circumstances  of 
"The  Cripple  Brigade,"  as  it  was  deri- 
sively called,  as  well  as  guerrilla  warfare 
in  Missouri,  combat  in  Virginia,  and  bar- 
racks life  in  Washington,  D.C.  Johnson 
was  a  keen  observer  of  his  nation  at  war, 
and  his  correspondence  with  his  wife 
Mary  is  by  turns  literate  and  comic,  objec- 
tive and  personal.

With  this  volume,  poet  Robert  Bagg 
completes  his  translation  of  the  three 
plays  in  which  Sophocles  dramatized 
the  agony  and  destruction  inflicted  on 
Oedipus  and  his  family,  the  royal  house 
of  Thebes.  To  the  newly  revised  Oedipus 
the  King,  first  published  in  1982,  Bagg 
adds  Antigone  and  Oedipus  at  Kolonos. 
Composed  decades  apart  in  the  fifth 
century  bce,  these  tragedies  hold  a 
central  place  in  Western  literature — not 
only  because  of  the  formal  beauty  and 
dramatic  power  of  their  poetry,  but 
because  of  the  shocking  ironies  that 
convey  Sophocles'  understanding  of 
divine  malice  and  human  vulnerability. 

Bagg's  goal  has  been  to  make  accurate 
but  idiomatic  renderings  of  the  Greek 
originals  that  are  suitable  for  reading, 
teaching,  or  performing.  What  makes  his 
versions  "leaner,  tauter,  more  luminous 
and  Sophociean  than  other  translations," 
writes  classicist  Richard  P.  Martin,  is 
Bagg's  "decision  to  follow  the  American 
poetic  tradition  of  Stevens,  Pound,  and 
Frost  rather  than  the  English  tradition" 
of  most  other  contemporary  translators.

In  the  introductions,  Bagg  and  his  wife 
Mary  discuss  factors  in  ancient  Greek 
social  and  cultural  life  that  are  likely  to 
be  unfamiliar  to  the  general  reader  but 
are  central  to  interpreting  Sophocles' 
meaning.  They  have  also  annotated  each 
play  to  clarify  mythological  references 
and  points  of  interpretation  and  transla- 
tion. In  their  general  introduction  they 
explore  the  origins  of  Greek  theater, 
the  nature  of  the  Athenian  festival  of 
Dionysos  at  which  Sophocles'  plays 
were  first  performed,  and  the  character- 
istic ingredients  of  Greek  drama  in 
performance.  They  conclude  with  a 
discussion  of  the  known  facts  and  sur- 
viving anecdotes  of  the  playwright's  life.

Debates  about  editorial  proprieties  have 
been  at  the  center  of  Emily  Dickinson 
scholarship  since  the  1981  publication  of 
the  two-volume  Manuscript  Books  of  Emily 
Dickinson,  edited  by  Ralph  W.  Franklin. 
Many  critics  have  since  investigated  the 
possibility  that  autograph  poems  might 
have  primacy  over  their  printed  versions, 
and  it  has  been  suggested  that  to  read 
Dickinson  in  any  standard  typographic 
edition  is  effectively  to  read  her  in 
translation,  at  one  remove  from  her 
actual  practices.  More  specifically,  it 
has  been  claimed  that  line  arrangements, 
the  shape  of  words  and  letters,  and 
the  particular  angle  of  dashes  are  all 
potentially  integral  to  any  given  poem's 
meaning,  making  a  graphic  contribution 
to  its  contents. 

In  Measures  of  Possibility,  Domhnall 
Mitchell  sets  out  to  test  the  hypothesis 
of  Dickinson's  textual  radicalism,  and  its 
consequences  for  readers,  students,  and 
teachers,  by  looking  closely  at  features 
such  as  spacing,  the  physical  direction 
of  the  writing,  and  letter-shapes  in  hand- 
written lyric  and  epistolary  texts.  Through 
systematic  contextualization  and  cross- 
referencing,  Mitchell  provides  the  reader 
with  a  critical  apparatus  by  which  to 
measure  the  extent  to  which  contempo- 
rary approaches  to  Dickinson's  autograph 
procedures  can  reasonably  be  formulated 
as  corresponding  to  the  poet's  own 
purposes.

This  remarkable  collection  of  poems 
explores  the  conjoined  cultures  of  Indian 
and  European,  the  revisions  the  con- 
quered race  must  face,  and  the  disrup- 
tion that  results  from  the  attempt  to 
combine  divergent  cultures  in  a  single 
being.

While  their 
specific  political  visions  varied,  these 
groups  shared  the  impulse  to  stage 
performances  and  actions  publicly — 
in  the  streets" —  eschewing  museums, 
theaters,  and  other  conventional  halls 
of  culture.  Bradford  D.  Martin  offers 
detailed  portraits  of  each  of  these  groups 
and  examines  why  they  embraced  public 
performance  as  a  vehicle  to  express  and 
advance  their  politics. 

At  a  time  when  the  New  Left  and  the 
counterculture  were  on  the  rise,  these 
artists  reflected  the  decade's  political  and 
cultural  radicalism  and  helped  to  define 
a  new  aesthetic.  Civil  rights  activists 
mobilized  singing  in  the  struggle  for 
desegregation,  introducing  a  vibrant 
musical  form  into  the  public  space.  The 
Living  Theatre  culminated  an  arduous 
quest  to  mesh  artistic  and  political  goals, 
leading  audiences  from  theaters  into  the 
streets  to  begin  the  "beautiful  nonviolent 
anarchist  revolution."  The  Diggers 
playfully  engaged  San  Francisco's 
counterculture  in  politics  with  their 
carnivalesque  public  actions.  The  Art 
Workers  Coalition  and  the  Guerrilla 
Action  Art  Group  sought  to  disrupt  the 


conventional  art  world,  mounting  pro- 
tests in  and  around  New  York  City 
museums. 

By  questioning  the  values  and  assump- 
tions that  separated  art  from  politics, 
these  groups  not  only  established  public 
performance  as  a  legitimate  aesthetic  but 
also  provided  a  new  creative  vocabulary 
for  future  generations  of  artists.  Their 
continued  involvement  with  the  women's 
liberation  movement,  rural  communes, 
and  political  street  theater  into  the  1970s 
and  beyond  challenges  the  popular  myth 
that  activists  disengaged  from  politics 
after  the  1960s.

An  expert  on  the  rhetoric  of  the  mass 
media,  John  M.  Sloop  has  written  several 
books  on  how  the  spoken  and  written 
word  can  influence  political  and  cultural 
debate.

In  each  case,  he  provides  a  comprehensive 
analysis  of  the  public  discussions  of  their 
significance.  In  short,  rather  than  simply 
study  the  people  and  circumstances 
involved  in  each  case,  he  examines  the 
public  meanings  attached  to  them  and 
the  implications  of  those  meanings  for 
how  contemporary  culture  comes  to 
understand  what  "man"  and  "woman" 
mean  and  which  sexual  behaviors  are 
appropriate  and  inappropriate. 

In  highlighting  the  ideological 
constraints  imposed  by  our  society, 
Sloop  also  suggests  the  ways  that  these 
constraints  might  be  loosened  and 


understandings  of  gender  and  sexuality 
diversified.

A  demographer  by  training,  he 
pioneered  a  new  route  into  the  history  of 
private  life  that  eventually  won  him  a  wide 
readership  and  in  late  life  an  appointment 
to  the  faculty  of  the  prestigious  Ecole  des 
Hautes  Etudes  en  Sciences  Sociales.  At  the 
same  time,  he  fashioned  himself  as  a  man 
of  letters  in  the  intellectual  tradition  of  the 
Action  Francaise  and  became  a  perspicacious 
journalist  as  well  as  a  stimulating  writer  of 
autobiographical  memoirs.  In  Hutton's 
view,  this  helps  explain  why,  more  than 
any  other  historian,  Philippe  Aries  left  his 
personal  signature  on  his  scholarship.

A  study  of  the  relationship  between  presi- 
dential leadership  and  public  opinion, 
this  book  challenges  the  commonly  held 
view  that  the  American  presidency  did 
not  become  a  truly  "popular"  institution 
until  the  early  twentieth  century.  Accord- 
ing to  Michael  J.  Korzi,  the  democratiza- 
tion of  the  presidency  can  be  traced  back 
to  the  antebellum  period,  when  broadly 
based  political  parties  first  emerged. 

With  the  development  of  nominating 
conventions,  party  platforms,  and  party 
patronage,  presidents  became  bound 
up  in  a  system  of  collective  leadership 
anchored  in  the  political  party  and 
beholden  to  a  diverse  and  decentralized, 
but  clearly  powerful,  public.  Presidents 
were  expected  to  act  as  partisans,  coop- 
erating with  their  fellow  party  members 
in  the  legislature  to  make  good  on  the 
party's  promises  and  to  ensure  victory  at 
the  polls. 

After  the  Civil  War,  this  party-based 
model  of  presidential  leadership  gradually 
gave  way  to  a  new  paradigm — the  modem 
"rhetorical"  presidency — marked  by  the 
establishment  of  a  more  direct  relationship 
between  the  president  and  the  people.  The 
result  was  an  institution  at  once  more 
responsive  to  the  vicissitudes  of  public 
opinion  and  less  constrained  by  the 
obligations  of  partisan  politics. 

Although  he  acknowledges  the  need 
for  a  strong  executive  in  today's  global 
world,  Korzi  sees  problems  in  the  ascen- 
dancy of  this  new  form  of  presidential 
leadership  and  suggests  that  a  partial 
return  to  the  party  model  would  be  a 


welcome  development.  A  modern  presi- 
dency tempered  and  restrained  by  politi- 
cal parties,  he  argues,  not  only  would 
restore  a  measure  of  constitutional 
balance  but  also  would  offer  a  more  full- 
bodied  relationship  between  president 
and  public.

Exploring  Other  Worlds  tells  the  inter- 
twined stories  of  the  Arctic  explorer 
Elisha  Kent  Kane  and  the  spiritualist 
medium  Margaret  Fox  and  examines 
their  unlikely  relationship.  Kane,  from  a 
prominent  Philadelphia  family,  became 
one  of  the  most  renowned  and  honored 
explorers  of  the  antebellum  era.  Fox 
grew  up  in  rural  upstate  New  York  and, 
as  one  of  the  Fox  Sisters,  became  a  famed 
and  somewhat  notorious  "spirit  rapper" 
whose  strange  "knocks"  were  said  to  be 
communications  from  the  dead.

In  their  separate  professional  lives, 
Kane  and  Fox  each  revealed  something 
new  and  strange  (though  not  necessarily 
true)  to  their  audiences — the  unknown 
worlds  of  the  globe  and  the  spirit.  They 
brought  experiences  to  their  listeners 
that  were  exotic  and  delightful.  The  bur- 
geoning commercial  mass  culture  of 
antebellum  America  provided  a  natural 
venue  for  tales  of  huge  icebergs,  fierce 
polar  bears,  and  messages  from  the  dead. 
Their  public  careers  bridged  the  gaps 
between  the  scientific  investigations  of 
an  earlier  Enlightenment  age  and  a  newer 
form  of  sensational  inquiry  growing  up 
in  a  democratic  marketplace. 

While  Kane  and  Fox  began  by 
generating  curiosity  about  geography 
and  the  nature  of  the  human  soul,  in 
time  their  personal  relationship  became 


the  basis  for  what  newspaperman 
Horace  Greeley  would  call  an  "imperti- 
nent curiosity."  Newspapers  printed 
letters  about  their  supposed  romance, 
and  eventually  a  book  purporting  to  be 
the  famous  explorer's  love-letters  to  the 
notorious  spiritualist  was  published. 
Curiosity  about  the  Arctic  and  curiosity 
about  the  fate  of  the  soul  after  death 
were  transformed  into  curiosity  about 
the  private  affairs  of  a  new  kind  of 
media-driven  public  celebrity.
